I would offer to suggest thai" 
we drop the name of Gallaudet monu- 
ment bind and insert that if tho Gal- 
laudet Memorial Hall fund. If this 
plan should be adopted, this would 
probably lead to a very heavy contri- 
bution of money from' the South for 
the fund. My opinion is that it 
would pay to establish a hall at the 
college in Washington called "Gal 
laudct Scientific School or Hall,' 
stead of a marble monument. It must 
be borne in mind that among us the 
mules in the United States are very- 
few rich. Therefore, I recommend 
the speedy adoption of the sugges- 
tion referred to. or there will be no 
money collected from the mutes in the 
South.

the gratitude of all the mutes in the 
world, and his name remains immortal 
Ited. 1 would like to see such matters 
discussed before w»^ can go to any 
conclusions.
